Applicant's arguments filed 2/24/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue that "Applicants have discovered that the claimed film with the 
thickness ratio of 1.5 or less provides a preferred gas barrier property, along with flexibility and 
transparency, without increased production costs. These unexpected results can not be 
determined from Misiano, Imai, or Matsuda, individually or in combination. Therefore, for at 
least these reasons, claims 1-3 are patentably over these references." However, it is to be pointed 
out that the arguments of counsel cannot take the place of evidence in the record. In re Schulze, 
346 F.2d 600, 602, 145 USPQ 716, 718 (CCPA 1965). "It is well settled that unexpected results 
must be established by factual evidence."
